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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  —  DIGHTON,  MASS. 

DECEMBER  31,  1985 

On  June  30,  1986  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 
will  complete  twenty-seven  years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of 
Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year  round  in  its  efforts  to 
reduce  mosquito  breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The 
Project  uses  several  different  measures  of  control  in  its  never  ending 
fight  against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  —  To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible 
only  on  the  ice  during  the  winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  —  To  reduce  the  emergence  of 
adult  mosquitos  in  areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  —  To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from 
rain- filled  catch  basins  and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  —  To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as 
to  their  type  and  number  —  a  program  necessary  in  encephalitis 

t, 

surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also  useful  to  determine 
what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  —  A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  con¬ 
struct  mosquito  drainage  ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their 
favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to 
use  pesticides  that  are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the 
people  and  environment  are  not  jeopardized.  We  use  as  many  of  the 
biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the  environmental  condi¬ 
tions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using  three 
different  formulations  of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to 
insure  that  dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to 
reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators  of  our  spray  equipment 
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are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend 
classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly  basis. 

In  sensitive  areas  such  as  where  bees  are  kept,  no  spraying  will 
take  place  provided  we  are  made  aware  of  these  areas.  All  spray  trucks 
have  a  list  of  beekeepers  which  is  continually  updated  but  with  more 
people  keeping  bees,  it  would  be  very  helpful  if  those  people  would 
notify  our  office.  Also,  any  person  that  has  a  sensitivity  to  pesticides 
and  does  not  want  their  property  sprayed  should  contact  either  our 
office  or  notify  the  town  or  city  clerk  before  April  1st  and  we  shall 
honor  their  request. 

The  1985  mosquito  season  got  underway  a  little  late  this  year  due 
to  many  swamp  areas  being  dry  most  of  the  winter  and  early  spring.  It 
was  late  spring  before  enough  rain  fell  to  cause  the  dry  areas  to  flood 
and  become  breeding  sites  for  mosquitos.  During  a  normal  season  we 
are  spraying  in  early  May.  This  year  our  adult  mosquito  spraying  did 
not  start  until  mid-June. 

Our  light  trap  mosquito  surveillance  program  was  set-up  the  first 
week  in  June.  Light  trap  data  keeps  us  abreast  of  areas  of  high 
mosquito  infestation  and  the  types  of  mosquitos  present.  This  data  is 
supplied  to  the  virus  lab  and  our  spray  crews  on  a  daily  basis  to  keep 
them  informed  of  mosquito  activity. 

With  the  end  of  the  spraying  season  our  work  turned  to  water 
management  projects.  At  this  time  crews  cut  brush  and  clean  debris 
from  existing  ditches  and  streams  in  order  to  insure  a  better  flow  of 
water  from  normally  wet  areas.  In  addition  to  hand  work  our  crawler 
tractor  dug  3,200  feet  of  drainage  ditch. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  city  officials  and  the  people  of  Dighton 
for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to 
serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should  anyone  have  a  question  as  to 
what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a  mosquito  problem  in  their  area, 
whether  it  is  water  management  work,  treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or 
just  having  an  area  checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  COMMISSION 

The  Sewer  Commissioners  are  happy  to  announce  that  as  of  July 
1985  the  final  tie-in  to  the  Taunton  Pump  Station  was  made  and  the 
long  awaited  sewer  project  was  at  last  a  reality. 

Two  Commissioners,  due  to  personal  commitments,  resigned 
during  the  past  year,  namely,  Jerimah  Cottrell  and  Kenneth 
Cummings.  These  men  plus  our  current  Chairman,  Albert  Enos 
brought  this  project  to  its  successful  conclusion. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Richard  Holbrook  and 
Joseph  Hathaway  to  fill  out  their  terms. 

As  of  December  31,  1985,  140  properties  have  been  connected  to 
the  system  and  have  been  inspected  by  the  superintendent,  Ernest 
Atwood  and  his  assistant  Harold  Gracia.  Due  to  the  unusual  fall 
weather  the  contractors  involved  in  installing  the  necessary  drains 
were  unable  to  complete  as  many  homes  and  businesses  as  anticipated. 
Hopefully,  all  remaining  tie-ins  will  be  completed  in  the  spring. 

The  one  time  assessment  rate  of  $443.20  was  set  and  bills  sent  out 
by  the  Tax  Collector’s  office.  We  thank  all  those  who  have  made  their 
payments  so  that  the  commitment  to  the  City  of  Taunton  could  be  met. 

Usage  rates  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1986  have  also  been  set  and  will 
be  $61.50  per  6  months  for  the  1st  5,000  gallons  of  water  used  as  a 
minimum  charge  plus  $20.00  for  each  10,000  gallons  thereafter. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  North  Dighton  Fire  District  and 
Russell  Varley,  water  usage  readings  will  be  made  available  to  the 
Board  and  will  be  billed  by  the  Tax  Collector’s  Office. 

A  special  thanks  is  noted  to  Lucille  McGillivray  for  her  faithful 
service  to  the  board. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  other  Departments  involved  in  this 
project.  We  also  extend  to  all  the  residents  of  the  town  an  invitation  to 
attend  our  bi-monthly  meeting  on  the  2nd  &  4th  Thursday  of  each 
month  in  order  to  answer  any  questions  they  might  have  regarding  the 
Sewer  Project  and  its  operations.

This  is  the  twenty-second  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 
During  the  year  1985  this  Board  conducted  twenty-four  (24)  public 
hearings  where  variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Law  were  sought  by 
property  owners  in  the  Town  of  Dighton.  Of  these  cases  twenty  were 
granted  and  four  denied. 

Variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  are  issued  by  the  Board  when  its 
members  find  undue  hardships  to  the  petitioner  in  failing  to  obtain  a 
permit  to  build  and  when  granting  of  a  variance  does  not  materially  or 
adversely  affect  the  public  or  the  abutting  property  owners. 

Zoning  regulations  could  not  be  successfully  imposed  if  there 
were  not  provided  some  means  of  granting  relief  to  owners  of  land 
from  hardships  that  arise  from  the  strict  application  of  the  law. 

No  matter  how  carefully  the  ordinances  or  by-law  is  drawn,  there 
are  bound  to  be  cases  in  which  literal  application  of  the  law  deprives 
the  owner  of  all,  or  almost  all,  beneficial  use  of  his  land.

The  Town  Moderator  appointed  the  Finance  Committee  for 
1985  -  1986  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  May  6,  1985.  The 
committee  welcomes  Donald  Simmons  as  a  new  member  and  thanks 
their  retiring  members,  Mary  Pacheco,  Michael  Rose  and  Joseph 
Silva.  The  Finance  Committee  expresses  its  sincere  appreciation  to  all 
for  their  valuable  information  and  experience  that  they  contributed  to 
the  meetings. 

All  money  articles  on  the  warrants  of  the  Annual  and  Special 
Town  Meetings  were  reviewed,  and  recommendations  were  given  on 
all  articles.  $10,342.36  was  transferred  from  the  Reserve  Account  for 
emergency  and  unforeseen  expenses  in  Fiscal  Year  1985.

MUNICIPAL  INDEBTEDNESS  ANALYSIS 
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HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

We  are  continuing  to  put  together  all  the  requirements  for 
completion  of  Dighton  Wharfs  Historical  District.  The  bounds  of  the 
District  will  be  the  north  side  of  Hart  Street,  on  the  south,  the  east  side 
of  the  railroad  right  of  way  as  a  west  bound,  the  south  side  of  Main 
Street  on  the  north  and  the  Taunton  River  on  the  east.  Our  intent  in 
creating  the  district  is  to  call  to  the  attention  of  all  people  that  we  have 
something  historical  in  the  area.  While  the  wharfs  and  homes  are 
foremost  to  a  quick  look  at  the  area,  history  lies  in  every  house  in  the 
proposed  district.  Our  Secretary,  Elaine  Varley  and  Kay  Flynn,  a 
preservation  specialist,  have  recorded  the  home  history  and  architec¬ 
tural  design  of  each  house. 

We  will  create  at  a  town  meeting  the  official  historical  district  in 
the  sense  of  the  national  district  rather  than  a  state  historical  district. 
The  main  difference  is  in  the  requirements  that  the  national  one  will 
let  change  occur  while  the  state  requires  special  by-laws  and  a  govern¬ 
ment  board  and  permissive  changes.  The  Commission  believes  we 
should  respect  and  cherish  what  we  have,  yet  make  the  district  a  place 
for  people  to  live  and  enjoy  their  homes.  The  finishing  touches  on  the 
district  should  be  completed  in  1986.

TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  DIGHTON, 

During  the  year  1985,  there  were  some  issues:  Sewerage, 
Regionalization,  Cable  Television,  and  Trash  Disposal.  1985  was  the 
tricentennial  anniversary  of  Bristol  County,  and  the  seventy-fifth 
anniversary  of  fire  protection  in  the  Town  of  Dighton  with  the 
creation  of  the  Dighton  Firemen’s  Association. 

After  having  completed  the  construction  phase  of  the  North 
Dighton  sewerage  collection  system  in  1984,  the  tie-in  with  the  City  of 
Taunton  and  the  system  testing  and  acceptance  were  completed  in 
1985.  User  tie-ins  were  started  on  July  1,  1985. 

Regionalization  (K-12)  was  once  again  defeated  at  Town 
Meeting. 

With  the  provisional  contract  for  cable  television  signed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Continental  Cablevision  is  now  in  the  process  of 
getting  their  required  permits  in  place  and  of  selecting  a  site  for  their 
tower. 

Although  we  signed  a  contract  with  SEMASS  for  the  disposal  of 
solid  waste,  it  is  apparent  that  we  will  not  be  given  as  preferential  price 
as  the  communities  that  signed  contracts  in  the  first  round.  Dighton’s 
price  will  be  marginally  higher.  The  Dighton  Board  of  Health  is  still  in 
process  of  selecting  another  means  of  disposal  other  than  the  burial  at 
the  landfill  which  has  a  limited  life  expectancy.  We  are  being  ably 
assisted  in  this  endeavor  by  Nicholas  Santore  and  Russell  Levinson. 
While  on  the  subject  of  trash  disposal,  potentially  there  is  always  the 
fear  of  ground  water  contamination. 

Estimated  tax  bills  were  sent  to  the  tax  payers  in  the  Fall  of  1985, 
the  first  billing  period  for  FY  1986  which  is  the  year  of  recertification 
of  valuation  by  the  Commonwealth.  The  revaluation  process  is  in 
progress  and  expected  to  be  done  on  time.  Joseph  Silva,  newly  elected 
Assessor,  joins  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  Alfred  Pacheco, 
as  certified  in  establishing  tax  rates  by  the  Department  of  Revenue. 

John  Perry,  Jr.,  foreman  on  the  Dighton  Highway  Department 
announced  his  retirement  after  twenty-four  years  of  service.  The 
Dighton  Board  of  Selectmen  along  with  Supt.  Alfred  M.  Perry, 
thanks  John  for  his  dedication  and  willingness  to  get  involved. 
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We  wish  John  every  success  and  fulfillment  in  his  retirement. 
Antone  Katon,  Sergeant  on  the  Dighton  Police  Department,  also 
retired  in  1985.  He  diligently  served  the  Town  for  many  years.  The 
Board  wishes  him  a  long  and  fruitful  retirement.  The  Board  also  gives 
recognition  to  Jeremiah  Cottrell  and  Kenneth  Cummings,  Sewer 
Commissioners,  who  both  resigned  during  1985.  They  were  original 
members  of  the  Sewer  Commission,  and  did  an  excellent  job  during  a 
very  difficult  period.  Many  thanks  for  a  job  well  done.  They  were 
replaced  by  appointees:  Richard  Holbrook  and  Joseph  Hathaway. 
Also  resigning  in  1985,  were  J.  Ford  Golsby  from  the  Board  of 
Appeals  and  Glynnis  Kennon  from  the  School  Committee  after  having 
both  served  for  many  years.  Lisa  Lach-Fletcher  was  appointed  to 
replace  Ford  as  an  associate  member  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  and 
Glynnis  as  a  regular  member  of  the  School  Committee.  Peter  Deane, 
resigned  from  the  Playground  and  Recreation  Commission  and  was 
replaced  by  Austin  Donahue.  Mary  Medeiros  Pacheco  resigned  from 
the  Finance  Committee  after  years  of  service.  Thanks  to  all  for  their 
time  and  effort. 

A  financial  audit  by  an  outside  accounting  firm  is  presently  being 
done  on  a  yearly  basis  as  a  requirement  of  General  Revenue  Sharing. 
The  audit  was  done  by  the  accounting  agency  of  Malone  &  Tandler. 

Gravel  removal  has  received  much  attention.  As  neighborhoods 
from  semi-rural  to  residential,  gravel  removal  operations  might  have 
some  negative  effect  on  the  quality  of  life.  Dighton’s  by-law  and 
regulations  were  put  in  place  during  the  1950’s  and  are  in  need  of 
review  and  update. 

Three  patrolmen  of  the  Dighton  Police  Department,  Alfred 
Pacheco,  Gary  Sanson,  and  Michael  Koneski,  were  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  Sergeant.  Those  promotions  will  have  administrative  and 
managerial  benefit  to  the  departmental  structure.  Robert  McDonald 
was  hired  as  a  patrolman  to  replace  retiring  Sergeant  Katon,  and 
Michael  Rose  was  hired  as  a  regular  patrolman  as  an  addition  to  the 
department. 

The  Dighton  Highway  Department  was  able  to  re-surface  a  total 
of  6.07  miles  of  road.  The  following  streets  were  attended  to:  Center, 
Wellington,  Tremont,  Williams,  Elm  and  Gray  Terrace.  Special 
mention  must  be  made  to  the  fact  that  6,800  feet  of  Center  Street  was 
paved;  that  completes  the  full  length  of  Center  Street  from  Somerset 
Avenue  to  Williams  Street.  A  splendid  job  by  the  Highway 
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Department.  The  Town  of  Dighton  did  receive  permission  from  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works  to  erect  two  blinking  school  bus 
entering  signs  on  Route  #138  to  alert  of  the  proximity  of  the  school 
zone.  The  Town  is  still  waiting  to  hear  from  the  Regional  Federal 
Highway  Administrator  regarding  changing  Williams  Street  to  a  Rural 
Secondary  Road  and  making  federal  funds  available  for  its 
reconstruction. 

Hurricane  Gloria  paid  us  an  unwanted  visit.  We  were  prepared. 
Civil  Defense  Director,  Ronald  O’Connor,  Chief  Joseph  White  and 
Chief  Karl  K.  Spratt  are  deserving  of  much  credit  for  their  excellent 
preparations.  Supt.  Alfred  Perry  and  his  highway  crew  did  an 
exceptional  clean-up  job  during  and  after  the  storm.  To  all  members 
of  the  Fire,  Highway,  Police  and  Civil  Defense  Departments:  **ajob 
well  done**! 

It  is  becoming  apparent  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  there  is  a 
growing  need  for  a  full  time  administrator  to  carry  out  the  day  to  day 
management  of  town  affairs.  Some  thought  and  study  must  be  given 
to  this  situation. 

Our  thanks  are  extended  to  Senator  John  Parker  and  Repre¬ 
sentative  Joan  Menard  and  their  staffs  for  their  continued  efforts. 
Also,  our  thanks  are  extended  to  Congressman  J.  Joseph  Moakley 
and  his  staff.  Thank  you  all. 

Additionally,  the  Dighton  Board  of  Selectmen  thanks  all  who 
assisted  us  in  carrying  out  our  duties.  The  time  and  effort  of  Boards, 
Committees,  Commissions  and  Operating  Departments  have  always 
been  in  the  best  interest  and  to  the  benefit  of  the  Town.  We  extend  our 
appreciation  to  Attorneys  Peter  B.  Gay  and  David  T.  Gay  and  the 
firm  of  Gay  &  Gay  for  their  continued  invaluable  assistance.  We 
extend  our  personal  thanks  to  Mrs.  Eleanor  Dupont,  Secretary  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  to  Mrs.  Leanor  Mendonca,  Town  Accountant.

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BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

The  year  1985,  was  a  very  busy  and  critical  year  for  the  Assessor’s 
Office  and  the  town.  We  focused  on  the  issue  of  recertification  of 
property  valuations  for  fiscal  year  1986,  as  required  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Revenue,  and  were  pleased  with  the  manner  in  which  the  firm 
that  was  hired  to  perform  this  task  fulfilled  their  obligation. 

We  presently  have  three  Assessors  on  the  Board  qualified  to 
ascertain  the  tax  rates  for  the  Town,  as  mandated  by  General  Law, 
and  we  are  attempting  to  keep  in  touch  with  changes  by  encouraging 
the  members  of  the  Board  to  attend  courses  on  appraisal  to  better 
enable  us  to  serve  the  Town.  Presently,  two  of  the  Board’s  members 
are  enrolled  in  courses  for  the  Property  Assessment  Valuations. 

A  new  member,  Joseph  Silva,  Jr.,  was  elected  in  March,  1985.  He 
enrolled  in,  and  completed  the  course  on  Assessment  Administration 
Law  Procedure  Valuation,  as  mandated  by  General  Law  for  all  new 
Assessors,  in  order  that  they  may  be  certified. 

Recently  enacted  laws  have  added  to,  or  changed;  the  operations 
and  responsibilities  of  Assessors.  This  has  affected  the  complexity  and 
volume  of  work  required  of  Assessors,  their  Administrative 
Assistants,  Secretaries  and  Clerks.  Classification,  valuation,  unifor¬ 
mity  revaluation  contracts,  recapitulation  sheets,  tax  rates,  levy  limits, 
offsets  and  abatements  are  some  of  the  challenges  being  met  by  the 
Assessors  and  staff.  Because  of  these  demands,  the  Assessors  are 
spending  many  hours  at  the  Assessors  Office,  attending  meetings  and 
taking  special  courses  that  we  feel  will  better  enable  us  to  serve  the 
Town  in  our  quest  to  issue  timely  and  equitable  bills  on  the  same 
annual  basis. 

Our  staff  has  been  instrumental  in  maintaining  the  professional 
atmosphere  a  well  managed  Assessors  Office  requires.  The  Board 
wishes  to  express  our  thanks  to  them  for  giving  that  little  extra  of 
themselves  by  their  continued  support  of  assistance,  enabling  us  to 
satisfy  the  citizen,  taxpayer.  State  and  Town’s  needs. 

The  Board  thanks  all  who  assisted  us  in  carrying  out  our  duties, 
for  without  the  cooperation  from  the  public,  our  staff,  other  Boards, 
Committees,  Commissions  and  Operating  Departments,  the  law  firm 
of  Gay  &  Gay,  specifically  Peter  B.  &  David  T.,  our  tasks  as  Assessors 
for  the  Town  of  Dighton' would  be  much  more  laborious.

1985  has  almost  been  a  repeat  of  1984  in  as  much  as  the  percen¬ 
tage  and  increase  in  budget  expenses  have  been  primarily  directed 
towards  the  Medical  Assistance  program  for  Veterans. 

The  caseload  remains  the  same,  and  I  have  not  requested  an 
increase  in  the  budget  for  1986.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be  limited  to 
those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or  who  will  become  six 
years  of  age  on  or  before  August  31.  Kindergarten  registration  in 
September  of  any  year  will  be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least 
five  years  of  age  or  who  will  become  five  years  of  age  on  or  before 
August  31. 

Birth  Certificates 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a 
birth  certificate. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a 
doctor’s  certificate  of  immunization  against  diphtheria,  tetanus, 
whooping  cough,  measles,  mumps,  rubella,  and  polio  or  a  statement 
from  his  physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable.  Children  entering 
school  for  the  first  time  are  required  to  have  a  physical  examination 
also. 


NO  SCHOOL  INFORMATION 

Elementary,  Middle  School  &  Kindergarten 

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  our  schools,  the  notice  will 
be  broadcast  over  Radio  Stations  WPEP,  Taunton;  WSAR  and 
WALE,  Fall  River;  WPRO,  WJAR,  WHIM,  WHJJ,  WHJY,  WSNE 
and  WEAN,  Providence;  and  WARA,  Attleboro,  WBZ  Boston. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  operated  safely,  there  will  be 
school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  unless  unfore¬ 
seen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In  the  event  of  closing, 
this  information  will  be  specifically  announced  over  the  radio  as 
indicated  above  for  the  elementary  school. 
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TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for  pupils 
residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended  or  more  than 
one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils  living  at  lesser 
distances  along  established  routes  are  transported  if  the  seating 
capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From  time  to  time,  it  is  necessary  to 
refuse  transportation  to  some  of  those  living  less  than  the  required 
distance  when  our  buses  are  filled  to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a 
greater  distance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  ninth  report  as  superintendent  of  schools. 

This  report  covers  the  events  and  activities  which  occurred  during 
the  calendar  year  1985. 

Public  school  education  has  been  in  the  spotlight  since  the 
publication  in  April,  1983  of  “A  Nation  at  Risk,”  the  national  report 
on  public  school  education.  In  Massachusetts,  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  appointed  a  joint  committee  to  study  our  public 
education  system  shortly  after  the  national  report  was  released.  As  a 
result  of  that  study  and  a  very  long  legislative  process.  Chapter  188  of 
the  Acts  of  1985,  the  Public  School  Improvement  Act,  was  signed  into 
law  in  August,  1985.  Space  limitations  do  not  permit  a  detailed  ex¬ 
planation  of  the  more  than  fifty  sections  of  the  chapter.  Suffice  to  say, 
the  new  law  will  have  a  major  impact  on  your  schools  beginning  in 
September,  1985.  In  summary,  the  law  includes  the  establishment  of 
School  Improvement  Councils  for  each  school  with  funds  provided  by 
the  state  on  a  per  pupil  basis.  The  council  includes  the  principal, 
teachers,  parents,  and  a  citizen  from  the  community.  Your  School  Im¬ 
provement  Councils  have  been  appointed  and  are  active  as  this  report 
is  written.  The  notion  of  mandated  parent  and  citizen  involvement  in 
your  schools  is  welcomed  because  we  have  been  nurturing  your 
involvement  with  our  partnership  program  for  nine  years.  The  act  also 
includes  provisions  for  testing,  teacher  evaluation,  professional 
development,  minimum  teacher  salaries,  leadership  academies  for 
administrators,  grants  in  essential  skills,  early  childhood  education, 
and  leadership  programs  for  teachers. 

Only  a  few  sections  of  the  Act  take  effect  during  the  1985-86 
school  year.  The  majority  are  scheduled  for  implementation  during 
the  1986-87  school  year. 

The  major  problem  faced  by  your  school  system  continued  to  be 
insufficient  funds  to  support  your  expectations. 

We  have  chronicled  that  concern  in  these  pages  for  the  past  five 
years.  The  only  change  in  the  current  report  is  now  the  available  funds 
must  be  expended  on  building  repairs.  Primarily,  these  “must  do” 
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building  repairs  have  been  limited  to  roof  repairs  and  are  the  result  of 
deferring  these  repairs  during  the  financial  crunch  we  experienced  the 
first  years  of  Proposition  IVi. 

The  repair  problems  coupled  with  increased  enrollment  in  the 
primary  grades  will  necessitate  creative  financial  solutions  and 
building  utilization  plans  to  adequately  house  the  additional 
classrooms  required. 

The  focus  of  your  building  needs  is  at  the  high  school  where  the 
deferred  expenditures  of  the  past  must  be  dealt  with  now. 

As  with  all  the  other  schools  in  the  system,  the  roof  must  be 
replaced.  In  addition,  other  parts  of  the  building  have  worn  out  over 
the  past  twenty-five  years.  In  the  aggregate,  the  expenditure  will 
undoubtedly  exceed  one  million  dollars. 

In  the  elementary  school,  increased  enrollment  in  the  primary 
grades  requires  additional  classrooms  next  year  to  adequately  house 
the  increased  enrollment.  The  solution  to  the  problem  is  to  decrease 
the  number  of  rooms  assigned  to  our  collaborative  programs  and,  if 
necessary,  to  reorganize  the  location  of  the  grades.  Decreasing  the 
rooms  assigned  to  our  collaborative  programs  is  a  temporary  solution 
at  best.  The  impact  of  that  kind  of  solution  will,  of  necessity,  be  faced 
and  solved  in  the  future. 


EDUCATION  IS  A  SOUND  INVESTMENT  IN  AMERICA. 
REFLECTIONS 

Educators  are  eternal  optimists.  It  is  the  nature  of  our  daily 
responsibilities  to  have  that  type  of  attitude.  On  occasion,  that  eternal 
optimists’  attitude  may  mask  the  real  problems  facing  public  school 
education  in  your  community.  Yes,  you  hear  us  complain.  However, 
we  continue  to  do  the  job!  Today’s  teacher  faces  many  more  problems 
than  he/she  faced  a  decade  ago.  Teaching  has  always  been  a  very  dif¬ 
ficult  job  but  now,  more  than  ever  before,  it  is  also  a  very  stressful 
job.  That  stress  comes  from  personal  expectations,  community  expec¬ 
tations,  insufficient  support,  and  a  decrease  in  respect  for  teaching  as 
a  profession.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISING  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
DIGHTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

I  hereby  submit  my  second  report  as  supervising  principal  of  the 
Dighton  Public  Schools. 


ENROLLMENT 

Our  total  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1985,  Kindergarten  through 
grade  eight,  was  633  students.  Compared  to  last  year,  this  represents 
an  increase  of  17  students  at  the  elementary  school  and  a  decrease  of 
39  students  at  the  middle  school. 

ADMINISTRATION 

At  its  yearly  review  of  the  schools’  administrative  structure,  the 
Dighton  School  Committee  agreed  to  continue  the  one-principal 
organization  for  another  year.  Administrative  assistance  consists  of  a 
Department  Head/Special  Education  Coordinator  at  the  middle 
school,  and  a  Senior  Teacher  and  Special  Education  Coordinator  at 
the  elementary  school.  This  represents  a  change  from  last  year’s 
organization  which  consisted  of  one  Department  Head  at  the  middle 
school  and  two  similar  positions  at  the  elementary  school. 

PERSONNEL 

At  the  elementary  school,  we  welcomed  back  Mrs.  Susan 
Gonzalski  who  has  assumed  a  grade  two  teaching  position  following  a 
year’s  maternity  leave. 

We  saw  the  departure  of  our  excellent  school  psychologist,  Mrs. 
Terry  Young,  to  accept  a  position  elsewhere.  Fortunately,  we  were 
able  to  fill  this  vacancy  with  an  equally  capable  candidate,  Mrs.  Ellen 
Rustigian. 

The  middle  school  lost  the  services  of  Ms.  Ruth  Souto,  Computer 
Aide  and  Chorus  Director.  As  of  this  writing,  our  efforts  to  find  a 
replacement  have  not  been  successful. 
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Elementary  school  Department  Heads,  Linda  Roy  and  Jeffrey 
White,  resigned  their  positions  after  providing  the  school  with  a  year 
of  commendable  service.  After  reviewing  school  needs,  an  alternate 
administrative  organization  was  recommended  to  the  School  Commit¬ 
tee  (see  above:  ADMINISTRATION)  and  approved  by  the  latter. 
Following  this,  Mrs.  Ann  DiDomenico  was  appointed  Senior  Teacher 
and  Ms.  Pamela  Smith  was  appointed  as  SPED  Coordinator.  Mr. 
George  Costa  remained  middle  school  Department  Head  and  SPED 
Coordinator. 


PROGRAMS 

Test  results  are  bearing  out  the  value  of  the  Consulting  Teacher 
Program  which  was  inaugurated  last  year  at  the  elementary  school. 
Capably  conducted  by  Mrs.  Elaine  Almeida,  Consulting  Teacher,  and 
her  Instructional  Aide  Team  of  Mrs.  Carol  Horton  and  Mrs.  Cathy 
Silvia,  this  program  is  meeting  its  primary  goal  of  improving  academic 
achievement.  An  example  of  this  fact  is  the  ten  percent  improvement 
on  achievement  test  scores  registered  by  grade  two  and  grade  five  on 
last  spring’s  California  Achievement  Test. 

The  results  of  the  1984-85  Basic  Skills  tests  which  were 
administered  to  grade  three  and  grade  six  were  as  follows: 

Reading  —  All  students  in  grade  three  and  94%  of  the  students  in 
grade  six  achieved  minimum  standards. 

Writing  —  All  students  in  grades  three  and  six  achieved  minimum 
standards. 

Mathematics  —  All  students  in  grade  three  and  96%  of  the 
students  in  grade  six  achieved  minimum  standards. 

Listening  Skills  —  All  students  in  grade  three  and  99%  of  all 
students  in  grade  six  achieved  minimum  standards. 

On  Opening  Day,  this  September,  the  Dighton  Elementary 
School  Library  was  ready  for  the  students  and  staff  of  the  school. 
Plenty  of  hard  work  by  our  Librarian,  Mrs.  Marsha  Kimpton,  made 
this  possible.  We  have  heard  many  highly  favorable  comments  about 
our  new  facility  from  students,  staff,  and  visitors. 
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CURRICULUM 

Major  revisions  in  the  language,  writing,  penmanship,  and  other 
communication  skills  began  in  September,  1985.  This  is  a  distict-wide 
effort  ably  directed  by  Mr.  Jeffrey  Day,  English  Department  Head  at 
Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  and  Communications  Skills 
Coordinator. 

A  new  Health  program  was  also  implemented  in  September, 
directed  by  Mrs.  Karen  Ives,  Health  Education  Instructor  at  Dighton- 
Rehoboth  Regional  High  School. 

Over  the  past  two  years,  a  great  deal  of  effort  has  been  spent  in 
reviewing  the  math  curriculum.  This  has  resulted  in  some  recent 
modification  of  the  math  program.  Groups  of  teachers  have  been 
meeting  with  the  Math  Curriculum  Coordinator,  Mrs.  Karen  Potter, 
of  the  Beckwith  Middle  School,  and  the  results  of  their  work  will  soon 
have  a  major  impact  on  this  area  of  the  curriculum. 


FACILITIES 

During  the  past  year,  several  major  projects  have  been  completed 
in  the  Dighton  schools.  The  most  notable  of  these  have  been  new  roof¬ 
ing  at  both  schools,  installation  of  new  flooring  in  six  elementary 
school  rooms,  and  installation  of  an  acoustical  ceiling  in  the  middle 
school  cafeteria. 


CONCLUSION 

Our  successful  school  year  was  due  to  the  help  and  cooperation  of 
many  people  and  many  groups.  These  include  our  entire  school  staffs, 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  his  staff,  our  School  Committee, 
our  town  department  officials,  town  and  local  business  and  service 
organizations,  and,  of  course,  our  parents  and  our  students.  To  all  of 
the  above,  my  thanks  and  appreciation.

REPORT  OF  MARSHALL  SAWYER,  PRINCIPAL 
DIGHTON-REHOBOTH  REGIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School. 

ENROLLMENT 

The  official  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1985,  was  933  students. 
Of  this  total  486  were  boys  and  447  were  girls.  Enrollment  continues 
to  decline  each  year.  Our  seniors,  the  Class  of  1986,  will  have  228 
graduates.  The  entering  Class  of  1990  will  have  195  entering  students, 
a  net  loss  of  33. 


CLASS  OF  1985 

This  senior  class  graduated  229  students:  94  from  Dighton,  133 
from  Rehoboth,  1  tuition,  and  1  foreign  exchange  student.  Ten 
students  did  not  meet  graduation  requirements.  Of  the  94  Dighton 
graduates  42  went  on  to  school,  48  to  work  and  4  to  the  service.  Of  the 
133  Rehoboth  graduates,  77  went  to  school,  52  to  work,  1  to  the 
service  and  1  undecided. 

t, 

All  members  of  the  Class  of  1985  passed  the  3  required  State 
Tests  for  Basic  Skills  in  the  areas  of  reading,  writing,  and 
mathematics.  Superior  Academic  Awards  were  presented  to  4  seniors 
while  24  seniors  received  Outstanding  Academic  Awards.  Certificates 
for  4-years  of  Perfect  Attendance  were  presented  to  8  seniors. 

PERSONNEL  CHANGES 

Teacher  changes  made  for  the  1985-86  school  year  were  as 
follows: 

1.  Mrs.  Janet  Foley,  Chemistry,  returned  from  a  year’s  leave  of 
absence  in  Turkey  to  resume  her  teaching  duties. 

2.  Mr.  John  Barnie,  Mathematics,  took  a  year’s  leave  of  absence. 
He  was  replaced  for  the  first  semester  by  Mr.  Patrick  Mercier,  a 
veteran  teacher,  who  taught  previously  at  Somerset  High  School 
and  Holy  Family  High  School. 

3.  Mr.  Kenneth  Santos,  Spanish  &  Portuguese,  resigned  his 
teaching  position  to  return  to  self-employment.  His  position  was 
taken  by  Miss  Elaine  Oliveira  a  recent  graduate  of  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  University. 
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4.  Miss  Carol  Cotter,  Guidance  Counselor,  retired. 

5.  Mr.  Edward  Tartufo,  Business  Education,  took  a  year’s  leave  of 
absence. 

6.  Mrs.  Judy  Smith  dePerla,  a  graduate  of  Boston  University  with 
a  Master’s  from  the  University  of  Rhode  Island  was  added  to  the 
English  Department  for  the  first  semester. 

7.  Mrs.  Judy  Brown,  Biology,  took  a  maternity  leave  for  the  first 
semester  (baby  daughter)  and  will  be  returning  the  second 
semester.  Gery  Cwiekowski,  Biology,  left  teaching  for  self- 
employment. 

8.  Mr.  Allan  Farrar,  Special  Education,  took  over  the  teaching  of  our 
Industrial  Maintenance  course  replacing  Mr.  Stanley  Johnson. 

AWARDS  AND  TESTING 

During  the  past  year  Superior  Academic  Awards  (an  A  or  better 
in  each  of  5  major  subjects  with  no  other  grades  lower  than  a  C)  were 
given  to  20  students  while  Outstanding  Academic  Awards  (a  B  or 
better  in  each  of  5  major  subjects  with  no  other  grades  lower  than  a  C) 
were  given  to  121  students. 

The  Basic  Skills  Test  was  administered  to  members  of  the  Class  of 
1988.  They  were  tested  in  the  following  areas:  Reading — 235  tested 
(226  passed,  6  failed);  Writing — 236  tested  (232  passed,  4  failed); 
Mathematics — 236  tested  (228  passed,  8  failed).  Those  who  did  not 
pass  will  have  their  programs  reviewed,  be  retested,  and  a  program  of 
remediation  implemented  for  those  who  fail  a  second  time. 

HIGHLIGHTS 

From  year  to  year  changes  in  curriculum,  personnel,  and  goals 
take  place  in  an  effort  to  improve  and  enhance  the  education  provided 
the  students  in  our  communities.  Listed  below  are  some  of  the  signifi¬ 
cant  ones  made  in  1985. 

1.  Word  Processing  was  rewritten  as  a  full  year  course  in  light  of 
the  growing  number  of  jobs  in  this  area. 

2.  The  National  Council  of  Teachers  of  English  Achievement 
Awards  in  Writing  was  held  at  D-R.  In  addition,  English 
teachers  took  full  advantage  of  the  services  of  James  Howard,  a 
writing  consultant.  Many  writing  contest  opportunities  were 
entered  by  D-R  students. 
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3.  Enrollment  in  French  has  risen  sharply  in  the  3rd  and  4th  years. 
A  new  text/workbook/tape  program  has  been  instituted  for 
French  IV  students.  Three  of  our  students  are  planning  on 
summer  travel  in  France  and  2  students  will  be  hosting  French 
students. 

4.  Two  health  education  courses  were  added  to  the  curriculum.  The 
two  courses:  Decisions  in  Health  is  offered  to  freshmen  and 
sophomores  while  Health  Issues  for  Young  Adults  is  offered  to 
juniors  and  seniors.  A  semester  of  Health  Education  is  now  a 
graduation  requirement. 

5.  A  course  offering  in  Personal  Economics  was  added  to  the 
curriculum  as  an  elective  in  the  Social  Studies  department.  A 
pen-pal  letter  exchange  with  foreign  students  was  inaugurated 
and  20  of  our  students  took  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 

6.  The  science  staff  is  working  in  its  second  year  of  the  Acid  Rain 
Research  Project.  This  is  part  of  a  Tandy  Educational  Grant  for 
Unique  and  Innovative  Uses  of  the  Computer  in  Education  that 
was  written  by  Mr.  Theodore  Lippold,  Department  Chairman. 
Computers  have  now  been  used  to  enhance  the  teaching  of 
science:  e.g.,  lab  interfacing,  simulations,  data  analysis,  and 
research. 

7.  In  the  vocational  school  modern  equipment  was  added  to  better 
familiarize  students  with  the  technology  they  will  be  seeing  in  the 
workplace.  Automotive:  Hamilton  Computerized  Emission 
Tester;  Mill  Carpentry:  31"  Yates  American  3-drum  sander; 
Machine  Shop:  2  digital  readout  system  for  close  tolerance 
work;  Structural  Carpentry:  8"  jointer  donated  by  the  Rehoboth 
Lions  in  memory  of  John  Berger;  Machine  Drafting:  computer- 
aided  drafting  using  Apple  Computer  in  combination  with  the 
Robo-Graphic  System. 

8.  Twenty  new  Apple  Computers  and  4  new  printers  were  pur¬ 
chased.  This  enabled  us  to  set  up  a  second  computer  lab  on 
tables  of  our  design  and  manufacture.  This  second  lab  enabled 
us  to  run  up  to  14  computer-related  courses.  In  addition  3 
computers  were  added  to  the  Library,  1  in  remedial  reading  and 
1  in  the  Physics  Lab. 
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CONCI.USION 

The  past  few  years  have  seen  many  reports  such  as  “A  Nation  At 
Risk”  critical  of  education.  We  have  read  these,  met,  and  where 
necessary  made  changes  in  our  curriculum  to  implement  recommenda¬ 
tions  we  felt  were  justified  and  beneficial  to  our  students.  In  most  of 
these  reports  discipline  was  second  only  to  curriculum  in  parental 
concern  about  the  status  of  education.  We  have  now  turned  our  atten¬ 
tion  to  this  phase  of  implementation.  Each  of  our  teachers  under  the 
auspices  of  the  superintendent  and  school  administration  have 
attended  full-day  workshops  on  improving  school  discipline.  These 
workshops  were  run  by  members  of  the  Special  Needs  Department. 
We  will  now  be  meeting  with  a  representative  group  of  all  who 
participated  to  review  our  discipline  procedures  and  to  recommend 
revisions  and  new  procedures  where  necessary. 

All  of  the  work  we  do  in  making  D-R  a  better  school  is  possible 
because  of  community  support.  We  appreciate  the  fact  that  the 
parents  and  community  are  behind  us,  and  we  will  continue  to  work 
hard  to  justify  that  support.

In  the  past,  our  annual  report  has  recorded  the  results  of  our 
annual  goals  and  objectives,  our  theme  for  the  year,  the  results  of  our 
curriculum  review  and  renewal,  and  the  Project  Program.  Those 
programs  and  activities  continued  and  were  expanded  in  1985.  You 
have  had  the  opportunity  to  receive  reports  on  these  topics  throughout 
the  year. 

As  indicated  earlier  in  my  introduction  and  in  the  reports  from 
Mr.  Sawyer  and  Mr.  Wontkowski,  many  positive  opportunities  are 
created  for  your  youngsters  as  a  result  of  the  extra  effort  of  the  staff. 
The  enthusiasm  for  maintaining  and  improving  programs  is  generated 
by  interested,  caring,  professional  members  of  the  faculty  who  are 
actively  involved  in  leadership  roles  in  the  curriculum  Project 
Program,  by  classroom  teachers  who  successfully  implement  the 
changes,  and  by  supportive,  enthusiastic,  caring  administrative  staff. 

Space  limits  coverage  of  those  activities  to  a  very  brief  status 
report. 
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COMMUNICATION  SKILLS 

Extensive  curriculum  guides  and  materials  were  distributed  prior 
to  the  opening  of  school.  We  are  currently  in  the  implementation 
stage.  Project  Director,  Mr.  Jeffrey  Day,  is  in  constant  written  and 
verbal  communication  with  principals  and  classroom  teachers  to 
answer  questions  and  concerns.  The  initial  reactions  of  the  staff  to  the 
revisions  and  written  material  has  been  very  positive.  Throughout  the 
first  year,  1985-86,  assessments  will  be  made  of  pupil  progress  and  of 
the  need  for  adjustments  in  scope  and  sequence  charts.  The  complete 
phase-in  of  the  revised  curriculum  will  be  completed  during  the 
1986-87  school  year. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 

The  revisions  and  expansion  of  our  health  education  curriculum 
received  extensive  input  from  a  very  active,  large  group  of  parents. 
The  focus  of  the  attention  was  the  secondary  grades  with  a  special 
concentration  at  the  high  school.  Effective  with  the  Class  of  1987,  a 
course  in  health  education  is  a  requirement  for  graduation.  Also,  in 
grades  K-8,  health  is  now  a  subject  which  receives  a  grade  on  the 
report  card.  During  1985-86,  all  youngsters  in  grades  K-8  receive 

i 

instruction  in  health  at  least  once  a  week.  Beginning  in  September, 
1986,  health  instruction  will  be  expanded  to  two  periods  a  week. 

The  implementation  of  the  health  education  curriculum  for 
grades  K-8  is  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Karen  Ives,  teacher  of  health 
education  at  the  high  school. 

STAFF  DEVELOPMENT 

A  very  active,  energetic  group  of  teachers  representing  all  the 
schools  in  the  system  led  by  Mr.  Alfred  L.  St.  John,  Principal  of 
Anawan/Palmer  River  School,  has  established  an  inservice  program 
which  was  developed  by  assessing  the  needs  of  the  faculty. 

The  inservice  program  thus  far  has  included  summer  projects, 
college  credit  courses  conducted  in  our  system,  courses  at  the 
Cooperative  Production  Tech  Center  and  a  full-day  workshop  on 
teaching  and  learning  styles. 

The  youngsters  in  our  classrooms  are  the  direct  beneficiaries  of 
our  inservice  Staff  Development  Program. 

The  financial  resources  and  staff  time  devoted  to  our  Staff 
Development  Program  will  pay  dividends  now  and  in  the  future. 
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I  recently  came  across  a  quotation  by  an  internationally 
renowned  educator,  Ralph  Tyler,  which  succinctly  states  the 
importance  of  education: 

“Teaching  is  society’s  most  important 
occupation.  The  kind  of  society  we  want  to  live 
in,  what  we  want  our  children  to  be  —  our 
whole  hopes  —  depend  on  education.’’ 


CONCLUSION 

The  preceding  information  provides  a  thumbnail  description  of 
the  highlights  of  1985.  If  you  have  concluded  that  there  are  concerns 
which  must  be  addressed  and  that  the  educational  programs  offered  to 
your  youngsters  are,  under  the  circumstances,  outstanding  in  many 
respects,  you  have  heard  our  message. 

I  appreciate  the  support  and  cooperation  received  from  the 
members  of  the  school  committee.  They  devote  many  late  night  hours 
in  the  interest  of  your  children. 

The  central  office  staff,  as  a  result  of  their  talent,  commitment, 
and  extra  effort,  make  a  very  complex  operation  run  smoothly  and 
efficiently.  They  have  the  ability  and  desire  to  creatively  solve  impos¬ 
sible  situations  thereby  making  my  job  easier. 

I  continue  to  serve  with  the  enthusiasm  which  initially  brought  me 
to  the  position.  I  am  pleased  with  what  has  been  accomplished  and 
optimistic  about  the  challenges  of  the  future.

18  New  referrals  were  completed. 

Audio  Screening; 

653  Students  were  tested  by  Maico  Audiometer. 

7  Students  failed  this  test. 

4  Students  were  being  followed  by  ear  specialists. 

3  New  referrals  were  completed. 

Physical  Examinations; 

Pre-school  Physicals: 

64  children  entering  Kindergarten  were  examined  by  private 
physicians. 

All  physical  and  immunization  requirements  were  met. 

Grades  4,  8  and  Sports  Physicals: 

A  new  Physical  Examination  procedure  was  initiated  this 
year  by  our  new  school  physician,  Dr.  Laurie  Grauel.  All 
students  in  grades  4,  8  and  those  taking  part  in 
interscholastic  sports  are  now  required  to  have  physical 
examinations  by  their  private  physicians. 

181  Physical  Examination  forms  were  sent  home. 

4  Forms  were  not  returned  by  the  end  of  the  school  year. 

Postural  Screening; 

319  Students  in  grades  5  through  8  were  screened. 

4  Students  were  referred  for  further  evaluation. 

3  were  diagnosed  as  Scoliosis  -  1  was  postural.  All  three  are 
receiving  therapy. 


Flu  Clinic; 

10  Staff  members  were  immunized. 
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Immunization  Program: 

Complete  immunization  for  Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Whooping 
Cough  (D.P.T.),  Measles,  Mumps,  Rubella  (MMR),  and  Polio  was 
offered,  free  of  charge,  to  all  Dighton  children  by  the  Dighton  Board 
of  Health  and  the  Dighton  School  Department  at  clinics  held  in 
December  1984,  April  and  May  1985.
